LABOUR PARTY SUGGESTIONS 


On several occasions, said Mr. L. J. 
Duffy, Secretary of the Labour Party, 
at a meeting of the National Branch 
of the Labour Party in Dublin, Govern- 
ment spokesmen have accused the 
Labour. Party of not having foreseen 
the difficulties which now menace this 
country. “ Even yet.” said Mr. Duffy, 
‘it would be possible to earry out 
many of the suggestions made by the 
Labour Party and by the ¥.U.C.; 
instead unemployment is increasing, 
production is declining rapidly, the 
purchasing power of the people is 
diminished, both by lack of wages and 
by the higher cost of essential require- 
ments.”

Prior to the coming of war emer- 
gencies, the conflict between local 
bodies and the Ministry of Local 
Government threatened to become 
acute. Yet, faced by the need to pro- 
vide against war contingencies, the 
Government took further powers te 
eontral local activities, Under those 
additional. powers local authorities 
were called on to organise emergency 
services, almost every detail of which 
became subject to the sanction of the 
Lecal Government, or some other, 
Department. 


CENTRAL CONTROL 


Among recent examples of the way 
in which such gradually accumulated 
powers have been exercised it is only 
necessary to mention the abolition of 
Dublin County. Council, the Minister's 
refusal to sanction Dublin Cerpora- 
tion's plans to provide meals for school 
children and the Devartment’s efforts 
to override the Dublin Assistance 
Board’s selection of certain minor 
officials. 

Together with the imposition of 
such restrictions on local representa- 
tives and officials, the repeated post- 
ponements. of local elections has 
resulted in serious deterioration 
in the personnel and the meral of 
local bodies. Lacking contact with 
their constituents, and disillusioned as 
to their power to influence the course 
of events, lecal representatives no 
longer can claim the authority of a 
popular ‘‘ mandate.”’ (How many 
citizens. if challenged, could even 
name @ dozen members of Dublin City 
Council ?) 

If that be a fair appraisement of 
the situation which now has developed, 
it becomes necessary to consider what, 
if any, remedies are available. Not 
without regret, it is necessary during 
emergency conditions to rule out all 
thought of relaxed Government control. 
Nor is there any hope that the pres- 
tige of local authority can be restored 
as the result of new elections or 
otherwise. Driven to recognise that 
further central control of local 
affairs seems to be inevitable, one issue 
of importance appears to remain. 
Bluntly stated, that issue is—whether 
local representative authorities should, 
or should not, continue to impede and 
confuse the conduct of local affairs? 

If it be conceded local representatives

which now prevail. Secondly, that the 
disappearance of such deceptions should 
compel deputies and senators to realise 
their democratic responsibilities for the 
ne conduct of local affairs. Then, 
aving cut away the brushweed which 
now enables bureaucracy to dress itself 


up in the garments of democracy, the 
way would clear to devise some real 
framework of local representative 
government. ° 


EMERGENCY MEASURES 


The day to consider such a rensger- 
tion of democratic principle unfartu- 
nately lies m a yet. dim future, At 
the moment, emergeney expedients and 
measures are more than sufficient to 
monopolise the thoughts of Ministers 
and legislators; and im that fact lies 
one more reason why the vagaries of 
stale local authorities should cease to 
complicate and obstruct the machinery 
of administration, 
So come the final questions—have 
emergency conditions arisen’ And what 
steps have been, or should be, taken 
to meet such conditions? Again let us 
try te face facts, however disagreeable 
they may seem to he. 
When the Commigsioner for Dublin 
took over responsibility from the County 
Council, what did he discover to be the 
position im respect of A.R.P., LSP. 
and other emergency services? Was 
there evidence of confusion and waste 
of voluntary effort im Parish Council, 
Red Cross and similar organisations. The 
answers are eloquent and convincing, 
The Commissioner—to his credit—teok 
prompt steps to plan and give effect 
to a completely new scheme of co- 
ordinated relationships between volun- 
tary and official emergency bodies. 
May it not reasonably be presumed 
that similar conditions of overlapping, 
ot confusion, and of misdirected effort 
were not confined te County Dublin? 
And is it net worthy of notice that no 
evidences of similar efforts at co- 
ordination have been forthcoming from 
ether areas? 


IS THERE EMERGENCY? 

Then the final question. Are emer-

| measures? If so, how, and when, can 
the necessary steps be taken! 

Here, for what it may be worth, is 
one suggestion More than a year ago 
a provisional organisation of emergency 
regional and county conimissioners was 
established. The functions of these 
commissioners, in certain eventualities, 
included the co-ordination of parish 
council, A.R.P., L.S.F., Red Cress and 
ather emergency services, Were that 
organisation now made operative, there 
‘might be reasenable hopes of effectively 
eo-ordinated voluntary effort, and of 
necessary preparation to deal wi 
further emergencies should they 
suddenly arise. 

Thus three consecutive and related 
steps. Fix responsibility by suspend- 
ing local authorities; appemt county 
managers and put the organisation of 
regional commissioners—as in 
the Emergency Powers Orders No, 48—
